Best  Buys  in  vegetables  include  snap  beans ,  celery ,  cucumbors ,  e^-^^plant , 
and  soft  squash. 

Good  Buys  of  the  week  are  carrots ,  cabba.Te ,  corn  at  a  shade  higher  prices, 
lettuce ,  onions «  per)pcrs ,  potatoes ,  and  more  plentiful  supplies  of  tonatoes  at 
lower  prices. 

Peas  remain  a  Fair  Buy. 

Sweet  potatoes  are  coming  to  m.irket  in  light  supply,  as  are  artichokes. 


Good  gr:ide  steer  befef ,  Chcice  grade  l-imb ,  and  lightwei^t  veal  carcasses  have 
been  scarce  in  the  San  Francisco  wholesale  meat  mrket  the  past  ?;eek.  Contrary 
to  the  situation  in  recent  weeks,  supplies  of  fresh  pork  increased  about  25  per- 
cent.   In  the  beef  division,  demand  has  been  concentrated  on  Good  grade  steer 
and  heifer  beef  at  unchanged  prices.    Commercial  and  Utility  grades  of  beef  were 
in  little  demand  during  the  past  week  and  dropped  01*00  to  t;^3.00  per  hundred— 
Yi/eight.    Demnd  has  been  very  uneven  for  veal  at  unchanged  prices.  Liberal 
offerings  of  spring  larnb  were  in  fairly  good  demand  last  iveek  but  -Iropped  vA^OO 
to  s;^2,00  per  hundredvveighte    although  prices  have  held  mostly  unchanged  on  fresh 
pork ,  perk  loins  have  dropped  CloOO  per  hun;lredwei.;ht  and  pork  butts  have 
advanced  as  much  as  i>U*00  per  hundredweight*    prices  have  held  unchanged  on  cured 
pork  cuts  • — ■  including  smcked  hams ,  which  have  been  ih  very  slow  demand. 

Top  grades  of  out tor  are  up  1-1/2  cents  from  last  week,  with  Grades  A  ^  AA 
(1st  Quality)  quoted  to  retailers  at  6?^  to  69|  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of 
l/4—lbo  prints.    Grade  B  (2nd  Quality)  is  unchanged  at  a  quotation  of  63  to  64J 
cents  per  pound  to  retailers  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb.  prints.    The  price  advance  on 
top  grades  occurred  after  the  U.  S,  Department  of  iigriculture  announcement  to 
additionally  support  farm  prices  of  mill-c  going  into  manufactured  dairy  products » 
Although  production  ia  the  west  decreased  1  percent  for  the  week  ended  July  28^ 
it  was  still  28  percent  above  the  same  week  in  19A8o    San  Francisco's  retail  sales 
are  also  running  ahead  of  last  year  —  about  10  percent* 

Receipts  and  su;>plies  of  e ggs  in  the  San  Francisco  vjholesale  market  are  ample 
for  the  rather  slow  demand*    Prices  are  little  changed  from  a  week  ago.  Grade 
"ii"  Me-diums  have  advanced  1-cent  per  dozen  to  a  quotation  of  59  to  60  cents  per 
dozen  in  cartons  to  retailers,  other  grades  :md  sizes  are  unchanged* 

Heavy  sup.plies  of  poultry  have  been  in  slow  demand  in  the  San  Francisco  wholes- 
sale  market.    As  a  result,  prices  have  dropped  1-cent  per  pound  on  broilers  and 
Leghorn  hens,  and  1  to  2  cents  per  pound  on  colored  fryers  and  roasters.  All 
other  classes  are  unchanged  in  price  f  rem  last  v/eeke

and  Casaba  melons ♦  Bartlett  pears ,  and  plums  as  Fairly  Good  Buys» 

Fair  Buys  of  the  week  include  cantaloups  (slightly  higher),  ft^s  (both 
Black  Llission  and  white),  .grapes  (aside  from  Thompson  Seedless),  and  nectarines 
(higher) . 

Best  Buys  from  the  vegetable  bin  are  celery ,  cucumbers ,  e/?gplant ,  peppers  < 
and  soft  squash. 

Classed  as  Good  Buys  this  week  are  snap  beans,  carrots,  cabbage,  cauli flower 
corn  (higher),  onions ,  potatoes ,  and  tomatoes  (some  variation  in  quality). 
Lettuce  is  higher  priced  and  a  Fair  Buy,  as  are  peas . 
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Under  a  slew  to  f  air  demand  distribution  cf  meats  his  been  rather  uneven 
in  the  San  FrCinciscc  v/holesale  mirket  the  past  v/eek.    Top  grades  of  beef  and 
veal  have  been  scarce,  while  supplies  of  fresh  pork  have  been  about  equal  to 
demand.    The  beef  slaughter  was  made  up  of  about  25  percent  Good  grade  beef , 
vdth  the  remainder  mostly  Commercial  grade  steer  and  heifer  beef  and  all  grades 
of  cow  beef.    Prices  dropped  Ol«00  to  ^2.00  per  hundredweight  on  Utility  and 
lower  grades  of  cow  beef  carcasses  and  advanced  Ol-OO  on  beef  loins  and  ribs. 
Commercial  grade  veal  dropped  S.-2.00  per  hundredweight.    Spring  lamb  held 
unchanged  in  price,  even  though  lov/er  grades  were  in  very  little  demand.  All 
fresh  pork  carcasses  and  cuts  held  unch<anged  in  price,  while  bacon  advanced 
Ol«00  per  hundredweight,  and  lard  v/ent  up  ...-2.00  per  hundredweight • 

Butter  production  continued  to  decline  during  the  pvast  v/eek  while  the  demand 
improved  and  the  price  tendency  was  slightly  higher.    Top  grades  of  butter  were 
quoted  about  unchanged  in  price  from  last  v/eek  with  GrrL.des  h  &  iiA  (1st  Quality) 
sellihg  to  retailers  at  67|  to  69|  cents  per  pound  in  c^'irtons  of  l/U  pound 
prints.    However,  Grade  3  (2nd  Quality)  advanced  1-1/2  cents  per  poiind  and 
sold  to  retailers  at        to  66  cents.    Although  vjestern  butter  production  for 
the  ;veek  ended  August  U  declined  3  percent  from  the  previous  week  the  production 
was  27  percent  greater  than  the  same  week  a  year  ago,    San  Francisco  retail 
butter  sales  increased  more  than  B  percent  over  the  previous  week  and  were  more 
than  18  percent  greater  than  the  same  week  last  year. 

The  seasonal  decline  in  local  receipts  of  eg;?s  continued  during  the  past 
week,  but  prices  were  uneven.    Grade  "i^*"  Large  eggs  in  cartons  sold  to  retailers 
1  cent  higher  at  63  to  64  cents  per  dozen,  but  Grade  ".i"  Medium  eggs  sold  2 
cents  lower  at  57  to  5B  cents. 

Supplies  of  dressed  poultry  were  moderately  heavy.    The  demand  for  roasters 

was  good  and  supplies  short  of  full  needs,  \ih±lG  supplies  cf  fryers  were  about 

sufficient.    Prices  of  fryers  and  roasters  held  unchanged.    However,  broilers, 
and  Leghorn  and  colored  hens  were  in  lighter  demand.    Broilers  dropped  one  cent 
per  pound  in  price  while  colored  and  Leghorn  hens  declined  2  cents

The  demand  for  meat s  was  slow  to  fair  in  the  San  Francisco  wholesale  market 
during  the  past  week.    Snpplies  of  Good  steer  heef ,  Choice  Igjob^  and  lighfc  veal 
have  been  scarce,  while  supplies  of  fresh  pork  were  aborit  eqnal  to  the  moderate 
demand.    Commercial  and  Good  steer  and  heifer  beef  carcasses  held  abo^it  unchanged 
in  price  from  the  previoiis  week*    However,  beef  c^its  of  f oreqnarters,  chiicks  and 
short  plates  were  down  |iloOO  to  $2oOO,  while  loins  sold  aboi^t  |lcOO  higher* 
Cow  b_ee f  carcasses  dropped  $1»00  to  $2«00  per  hundredweight  on  all  grades. 
Fresh  veal  and  calf,  and  lamb  and  miittjjn  carcasses  were  unchanged  in  price. 
Fresh  pork  carcasses  sold  abont  unchanged  in  price,  v/hile  loins  v-zere  $1.00  to 
|2.00  lov/er,  and  fresh  hams  v/ero  np  $l,00a    Lard  sold  about  $1»60  higher. 

The  continued  seasonal  decline  in  bntter  production  d^iring  the  past  week 
was  offset  by  a  slower  demand  and  the  market  was  barely  steady.     San  Francisco 
retail  sales  declined  slightly  from  the  previous  week,  bit  were  more  than  13 
percent  greater  than  the  same  week  a  year  ago.    Top  grades  of  bitter  sold  to 
retailers  abont  1  cent  per  pa»md  lower  than  the  previous  week.    Grades  A  &  M> 
(1st  Qiiality)  was  quoted  at  66^  to  68^  cents  per  poimd  in  cartons  of  I/4  po^md 
prints.    Grade  B  (2nd  i^iality)  better  sold  to  retailors  nnchanged  at  64i-to  66 
cents  per  ponndo 

Local  receipts  of  eggs  were  moderate  during  the  past  week  and  the  demand  was 
somewhat  improved.    Grade  "A''  Large  eggs  in  cartons  sold  to  retailers  I/2  to  1 
cent  higher  at  64  to  64-|-  cents  per  dozen«    Grade  "A"  Medinm  eggs  sold  to  retailers 
unchanged  at  57  to  58  cents  per  dozen  in  cartons*

Si^pplies  of  dressed  paltry  werc^  nodorate,  biit  adequate  for  the  denand* 
Fryers  were  in  the  best  dei^and  and  prices  advancod  one  cent  per  po^md  on  both 
light  and  heavyweight  colored  fryers*    There  was  a  Labor  Day  holiday  demand  for 
tnrkeys  and  yc^ing  tons  advanced  one  cent  in  price.    Brices  on  all  other  classes 
were  unchanged*
